Tut that has volhing to do with the cost,
One painted by Douguersau welghed only
twn ounees and was only six inches long,
When folded it was  two  fnclhes  wide
at its broadest part and no thicker than
three silver dollars, yot it coat $3.000.

This fan ordered by Howard Gould for his
flincee I8 the work of elght of the most fa-
mous artists of the day. The actual paint-
ing of one of the artista could not for vari-
ouy reasors be obtaiped, bul an artlst just
as famous was employed to copy the paint-
Ing of the desired one,

The work is all done upon the ivory sticks
of the fan. Thero are uine of these stioks,
caeh six oand ane-half inches in length., The
Ivory Is of the most delleste ecream color,
withaut a clowd in it. The tint Is the same
ln all the sticke. so that the fvory I8 an
expet mateh throughout. This |8 one of the
most dificalt things to obtaln, a perfect
mateh in fvory. The ivarymakers of Parls,
London and New York, taking advantage
of (hls fud for lvory fans, are holding the
smooth, even-tinted strips of lvory for large
prices, Flvee hundred dallars o stick 18 not
above the price asked by them for nlne
perfeetly matched sticks of the preclous
material.

Euch of the aticks 1s exquisliely carved
at tho lawer end. The uwpper end is round-
ing. Upon the outstle stleks there is a
deep carving, with diamonds and turguolse
et in.  The loop fastening the sticks (o-
gethor Is heavy gold, sot with dismonis,

In order to have the pietures as beautiful
aa posaible and an Interesting, there have
heen selectlons mide from fumons paintings
Instead of whole coples of the samp, as the
painiing must be clear, though small.

The frst stick das Gerome’s dancer from
"The Sword Danee,”  The secand one s
Breton's “Plsher Girl," and the thisd Hen-
ner's “Magdalen.'”  These are executed in
the most brilliant eolors, The bright dross
of the sword dapeer and the saucy fumes of
her epigareite contrast well with the sim-
plicity of the Asher malden with the basket
upon her shoulder, Magdalen's sorrowful
face comes next, slde by side with Le Soir's
Hlustration for “Manon Leseaut.”  This s
the center of the fan—and a demure flgure
(he woman makes with her shawl and retl-
ouli,

A charmiug variely comes In the child of
Perranlt's “Innocence,” which s slde by
elde with Blsson's “Love's Captive.” Chap-
lHn's “Soap BHuabhles" I8 next to the last
stick, and Bouguereau's “Love Feels the
Thorn™ completes the selection,

The designer earried out a pretty senti-
ment in devoting the first four sticks to a
Boheminn wvarioty,! sod the second four to
the theme of love. These last stleks can
he left closed ‘ouléss the fair plue eyer of
the ownor care tol rest upon them. Other-
wike they can be kept secret from the pry-
ing waze of the worllid,

It I8 sald thal this fan cost $80,000 for
the palntings slone, $5,000 for the perfectly
matehed Ivory and §15.000 for the setting of
gold and Mamonds and  troquolse.  This
would make the fan post $100,000, If such
be the case, It j= ‘the costliest trifle in the
world, and Mis ©Clemmons has the honor
OF owning the mot expensive artlele ever
Introduced into o dudy's dresse.  Each stick
Is worthy a plaeedin the Metropolitan Mu-
souvim of Art, and the whole Is oue of the
wonders of the world, Foldeé, it Is nit as
long as your hand and ooly half as Lroad
as your paln. ©

ARTISTIC CHAMBERS,
Mow Yoong Giels' “Own” NMooms Are
Nenuwtifully Devcornted,
Among national characteristics hardly any
are more worthy of study than thosa which
throw light on the training and education
of young mirls. In this respect, sava the
Now York Herald, no twp nations are ex-
actly alike, though it & evident that in all
Suxon natione (he same line of thought,
leading to much the same rosults, will be
manifest, Just as in all Celtle nations guite
a different line of thought will bs manifost,
and one leading to quite different results.

In England and Germany there are many
poluts of resemblance as regarids the homoe
Iife of young girls and the manner o which
they are trained. In those countries a 1it-
tle girl, na soon as she leaves the nursery,
obiaims a ropm which  is entirely her own
and which s furnished by hersell. There
shp keeps all her treasures—her workbox,
her little sewing machine, her beloved books,
her piano, her tea table and her many en«
gravings, which she has collvcted from time
to time.

To this room she often Invites her little
friends and she ovrovides them there with a
dell¢ious feast. In this way she learns how
to receive hor guests, how to prepare for a
dinner party and how o arrange a sultable
menu, Girls tfaloed In this way become ad-
mirable housswives, and, after all, It is Just
ad ureful to know how to keep house prop-
erly as It in to know how to dress becom-

Ingly.
